Q.— W hat is the meaning cf the origi­ 
nal Greek word TARTARUS, which is 
translated “hell” in 2 Peter 2:4, “For 
God spared not the angels that sinned, 
but cast them down to ‘hell,’ and d e ­ 
livered them into chains of darkness, to 
be reserved unto judgm ent?” 
(W. H.) 
Answer.—Four English words (cast 
down to hell) are used to translate the 
one Greek word. 
Evidently the trans­ 
lators were at a loss to know bow to 
translate the word, but concluded they 
knew where the evil angels ought to 
be, and so they made bold to put them 
into bell, though it took four words to 
tw ist the idea into the shape they had 
predetermined it must take. Our clear­ 
er knowledge of the Bible today con­ 
vinces us of their mistake. The Greek 
turtaroo is evidently related to the sim­ 
ilar word tartarus which designated a 
mythological prison. 
Presumably the 
Apostle’s thought was that the angels 
were imprisoned, within the bounds of 
darkness.

In cases of unscheduled stops, one of 
these men goes forward, ahead of the train, to 
flag any approaching train—the other goes 
to the rear for the same purpose. What would 
a third one do? 
Trains are controlled by air brakes 
regardless of length 
'ionc of these brakemen applies brakes on a 
moving train. 
Every train is controlled by 
air brakes, operated from both the engine and 
the caboose, regardless of the length of the 
train, or the number of cars. 
On passenger trains, the air brakes can be 
controlled from any car, and every car has a 
signal cord direct to the engine. What possible 
service could an extra trainman perform on a 
passenger train? 
Not needed to relay signals 
It is claimed that an extra trainman on a 
freight train of over 40 cars is necessary to relay 
signals to the engineer. Such is not the case. 


Extra man wouldn’t prevent accidents 


It is claimed that an extra man would enable 
the trainmen to discover causes of accidents 
in time to prevent them, 
lf such were the 
case the railroads would, long ago, have em­ 


ployed this extra man, as it would be far 
cheaper to do this than to pay for accidents. 


It is not even claimed that an extra trainman 
Would detect causes of accidents on a passenger 
train, in time to prevent them, yet, under this 
law, every passenger train of 6 cars or over is 
classed with a freight of over 40 cars, and com­ 
pelled to carry an extra man for whom it is 
not even claimed that there is any need.

man roads, and for their information 
ae following, extracted from a pub­ 


lication by tile U. S. Office of Public 
Toads, (Bulletin No. 47) may prove of 
interest: 
“The Romans began building roads 
on a large scale more than SOO years 
before the Christian era. The Appian 
Way, one of the most celebrated of 
their reads, was begun in 312 B. C., by 
Appius Claudius Caucus. 
This road 
led from Rome to Capua, a distance of 
142 Italian rules. It was later contin­ 
ued to Brindisi, making the total dis- 
ance 360 miles. Rome continued as a 
great road-building nation for about 
COO years, and some of its roads re­ 
main in part, to tne present time. The 
Appian Wa;, is said to have been in 
perfect condition more than 800 years 
aftor its construction. 
I 
“The Roman construction was often 
varied, though always extremely mas­ 
sive. 
The general form of construc­ 
tion employed during 
the 
reign of 
Caesar Augustus, when Roman road 
building seems to have reached its 
height, was a mas save road from 16 to 
30 feet wide, from 3 to 4 feet thick, and 
laid in 3 or 4 courses. 
“The first course was almost invar­ 
iably of large, flat, field 
or quarry 
stones laid 
on 
earth, 
except 
in 
swamps, where poles, logs, brush or 
even‘boards were used beneath the 
stone course. 
“The other courses varied extremely 
with the available 
material and the 
period and importance of the road. 
Small stone with and without mortar, 
gravel mixed with clay, broken brick, 
tiles etc., and even earth was used 
for the second and third sourses. 
“The surface or wearing course con­ 
sisted of well-cut. irregular, close-fit­ 
ting polygonal blocks on a few* of the 
more important roads, but more often s 


it consisted of uncut stones, not tin* 
like our cobblestone pavements, or of 
gravel, and in some cases of a mix­ 
ture of sand and 
clay

Two days after the fire 
Broughton records: 
“Went to St. 
James, and saw his majesty. I can­ 
not say he was much affected by the 
calamity at having the opportunity of 
getting rid of Buckingham palace; 
said he meant it as a permanent gift 
for parliament houses, and that it 
would be the finest thing in Europe. 
At three o’clock the king and queen, 
came, and went over the ruins of the 
two houses. .‘ . . The king looked 
gratified as if at a show, and per­ 
haps to the prospect of getting rid of 
Buckingham palace. Just before get­ 
ting into his carriage he called the 
speaker and me to him, and said, 
‘Mind! I mean Buckingham palace ae 
a permanent gift! 
Mind that!’ ”
